debt service budget. Both 
tax rates are based on $100 
valuation at 70 percent 
assessment. 


School Tax Increase Proposed 


The proposed 85 cent 
operating tax rate is the 
same as last year’s tax rate 
which funded a $9.5 million 
budget. 
The 
district 
proposes to collect 
some 
$94,000 in delinquent taxes 
and to use some $150,000 in 
excess funds to prevent a 
five cent increase in the 
operating tax rate. 
A 15 cent tax increase is 
proposed to fund the debt 
service budget. The increase 
is required to make interest 


and principal payments on 
bonds previously 
sold 
to 
finance construction of new 
schools in the district. 
“Although this debt ser­

Resuming construction on 
$150 million worth of con­ 
tracts in North Texas while 
seven unions are still on 
strike is a gamble that may 
pay off in certain isolated 
cases but probably won t 
work on 
larger projects, 
according 
to labor and 
management officials. 
Harold Moore, executive 
manager of the 200-member 
North Texas Contractors As­ 
sociation, said Wednesday 
some union members might 
do the work of other striking 
craft specialists in order to 
keep their own jobs. 
“ Assume you’re going to 
pour a concrete sidewalk,” 


Moore said. “ You need a 
carpenter to make forms, a 
laborer to 
place 
them , 
cement finishers and then 
you need an ironworker to 
put in the reinforcement. 
“ If that last man is still on 
strike and if the contractor 
tells you he will lay off the 
carpenters, cement finishers 
and laborers because he 
doesn’t have an ironworker, 
then I think there will be a 
decision made on the part of 
some individual workmen. 
We may have some volun­ 
teers wanting to put that 
reinforcing

in

concrete.”

Joining Hurst at the briefing 
was C.

Consultants. 
Davis gave a review of the 
procedures required by state 
law and the State Board of 
Insurance for organizing a 
r e c ip r o c a l 
in su ra n c e 
company.

Not Changed

Jack 
Coker, 
Veterans 
Administration

Director, commented today 
that contrary to a miscon­ 
ception held by many, wills 
cannot change beneficiaries 
named on 
life 
insurance 
policies 
issued 
by 
the 
agency. 
Coker stressed that point 
while reminding veterans to 
make certain that persons 
whom 
they 
intended 
to 
receive their insurance are 
named on their policies. 
Veterans who fail to do so 
could add to emotional stress 
of survivors and cause un­ 
warranted financial hard­ 
ship, especially on widows 
and young children, when it 
is discovered the intended 
beneficiary was not named, 
Coker explained. 
In such cases, the agency 
is obligated by law to pay 
insurance proceeds to the 
beneficiary of record. Most 
of the agency’s 
policy­ 
holders are World War II 
veterans who carry National 
Service Life Insurance. 
The problem of insurance 
benefits going to unintended 
recipients has arisen in most 
instances 
because 
the 
veteran simply never got 
around to 
changing 
an 
earlier 
listing 
of 
beneficiaries, according to 
Coker. 
In a typical case, 
the 
veteran named his mother 
as beneficiary when he took 
out his policy. Later, when 
he married, he forgot to 
notify VA to change his 
beneficiary. 
Coker urged any veteran 
who wishes to check on or 
change his beneficiary to 
contact the VA insurance 
center to which he pays his 
premiums 
-- 
either 
in 
Philadelphia or St. Paul.

Uninsured Risk 
Permit Suspension 


Uninsured 
motorists 
in­ 
volved in traffic accidents 
resulting in death, personal 
injury or property damage 
in excess of $250 may be 
subject to suspension of their 
driving 
privileges 
and 
vehicle registrations under a 
revision to the Texas Safety 
Responsibility Law. 
Colonel Wilson E 
Speir, 
director of the Texas Dept 
of Public Safety, said the 


new law- which was enacted 
during the recent Legislative 
session-requires D PS to 
evaluate traffic accidents 
(meeting the above criteria 
of seriousness) to determine 
if there is a “ reasonable 
probability of judgement” 
against one or more of the 
drivers. 
If such a finding is made, 
and if the driver or owner 
has no liability insurance 


meeting 
the 
state’s 
minimum 
requirement 
of 
$10,000-$20,000-$5.000, 
then 
the DPS must require the 
uninsured motorist believed 
at 
fault 
to 
satisfy 
the 
security provisions of the 
law. This may be done in one 
of the following ways: 
-By submitting a written 
release signed by the other 
damaged parties. 
-By filing an installment 


agreement made with the 
other damaged parties in­ 
volved 
-By depositing security in 
a sufficient amount to take 
care of damages sustained 
bv others and maintain proof 
fo financial responsibility for 
a period of five years from 
the date of the accident. 
- By filing copies of civil 
damage judgement obtained

judgement of non-liability.

Collins Says 


Reduction 


Necessary 


W A SH IN G T O N 
Con­ 
gressman Jim Collins said 
today that Congress must 
“ establish 
stability and 
reduce funds for the Food 
Stamp Program.” Congress 
is expected to vote an ad­ 
ditional $3 billion increase 
for the Food Stamp Program 
in the near future. 
“ The cost of the Food 
Stamp Program has doubled 
in the past six months,’’ 
Collins said. “ Congress has 
already allocated $3.8 billion 
and now we are being asked 
to increase this to $6.8 
billion.” 
“ Ten years ago, the Food 
Stamp Program cost $36 
million,” he continued, “ but 
Congress has allowed the 
program to go unchecked. 
The taxpayers are footing 
the bill for 20 million people, 
and half of those people do 
not belong on the welfare 
rolls.” 
The Dallas Congressman 
cited the fact that while only 
20 
million 
people 
are 
currently using the Food 
Stamp 
Program , 
ap­ 
proximately 
60 
million 
people are actually eligible. 
“ Think of the cost to the 
government should all those 
people eligible sign up for 
food stamp,” said Collins. 
“ It would mean I out of 
every 3 people would be on 
Food Stamps.” 
“ Congress cannot 
solve 
the food stamp problem by 
continuing to increase funds 
for the program. There are 
flaws in the eligibility laws 
that need drastic reform. We 
must provide food for the 
needy, but we need to con­ 
centrate 
on 
a 
realistic 
basis,” Collins concluded.

Solar Homes 
Gain In Use

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) 
— They’re called 
“early 
adopters” — the type of 
people who were the first to 
have a color television or a 
stereo phonograph. 
Early adopters now are 
buying solar-heated homes. 
Several 
hundred w ere 
built last year around the 
country,

few years. Architects and 
engineers say home heating

Solar energy is already 
practical for some people in 
some areas — depending on 
the cost of other fuels, the 
clim ate and other factors. 
“ Its development is going 
to be a very dynam ic process
